Public reaction was followed quickly by the fic­ 
tion of the Bristol Township Commissioners who 
voted to ban the mobile amusement rides from the 
streets and established rigid rules for the opera­ 
tion of all carnival-type am usement rides. 


Murphy has no argument with tho township’s 
rigid rules but he feds the complete ban of mobile 
rides from the s t r e e t s is discriminatory.
